‘was taxed to its limit at the weekly 
Juncheon of the Kiwanis Club on Tues- 
day evening. Kiwanian Pat Wright 
occupied the chair in the absence of 
President Bob.Manley, who with 
Trustee Rosenroll, was at Regina, at- 
tending the District conference. Sev- 
eral guests were present, including BE. 
BH. Sparks, the local member for the 
Jegislature. 

Great amusement was caused by the 
new rule coming into force that any 
Kiwanian addressing a fellow mem- 
ber as “Mister” must pay a fine of 
a dime. Several were caught, and 
vowed they would practice thinking 
before talking after this, and when 
Chairman Pat Wright broke the rule 
himself in introducing the speaker, 
the fact of paying up for the slip was 
driven home. 

The club singing during the lun- 
cheon shows marked improvement, al- 
though it was noticed that Chet Niles 
dropped half a note in the chorus of 
“Long Ago.” The members broke 
away into fine style however in sing- 
ing “Stacey’s all right.” and with the 
weekly practice of. singing to aid di- 
gestion, instead of studying’ the 
musical critics or having pity on Fr. 
“Walravens’ sensitive ears, the- mem- 
bers settled down to hear the fine ad- 
‘dress, all feeling good and in a recep- 
itive mood. , 

This being the eleventh anniversary 
‘week of the starting of Kiwanis, 
‘Chairman Wright called upon Kiwan- 
Jan Odell to read the anniversary ad- 
dress from Governor J. H. Moss. 

The chairman, in introducing the 
‘speaker for the evening, Past District 
‘Governor Stacey McCall, spoke of him 
as being the father of the Wetaskiwin 
club, it being during his term of of- 
fice that the local club was formed. 
 Kiwanian’McGall in his opening re- 
marks, referred to the pleasure it 
thad been to the Edmonton club to 
‘father the club here and see it away 
‘to a good start. Edmonton Kiwanians 
were proud of Wetaskiwin and the way 
in which it was a credit to any help 
they had given. 

He complimented Kiwanian Charlie 
Russell, the first president, on the 
splendid success the club was having, 
and twitted him with being a non-un- 
jon man who had not bowed knee to 
Baal, but had remained with his old 
faith. By calling himself a Conser- 
vative he thought it covered a multi- 
tude of sins. His address was mark- 
ed for its beautiful pasages, interest- 
ing facts, and high ideals, and was 
listened to with rapt attention. 

Originating in 1915, he spoke of 
how in the last ten years the club had 
grown from a few members to a mem- 
bership now of nearly 100,000, and 
trom one to 1450 clubs. But they had 
not only developed in numbers, they 
had developed in spirit and in service. 
At the international conference in 
Denver, he had told them that they 
might say East was Bast and West 
was West and that he was from the 
North and they were to the South, 
but that in Kiwanis all were one. 

The rise of Kiwanis was like the 
rise of a nation or a Dominion such 
as ours. There was the Quantitative 
period and the Qualitative period. 

The period of quantity when a na- 
tion was bringing in people and a 
club members—the development of a 
country and the building up of a club, 
but now they had passed out of that 
period and had entered the period of 
quality, when they were studying 
higher social ideals, better commun- 
ity life and higher national life, which 
would lead them from the material- 
istic side of things to the idealistic, 
and that reverence for the things un- 
seen and eternal which were not ma- 
terial. 

Kiwanian ideals were leading to a 
better community life and if followed 
would lead to purer politics and finer 
principles and if the basis pirnciples 
were held to it would be the life 
strength of the nation. 

At first it was if I trade with you, 
you trade with me, but now the Ki- 
wanian ideal was to build and to trade 
only on the golden rule as laid down 
by the Master Builder. As the Jew- 
ish Rabbi had recently said, Jesus, 
the Master Builder was not a myth, 
He was a man. Kiwanis erystalizing 
these various concepts of service 
would emphasize the human and the 
spiritual and not the material, 

In closing, and referring to the 
work of Kiwanis in helping the under- 
privileged child, he spoke of the “De- 
claration of the rights of the Child,” 
as formulated recently at the great 


Geneva conference, in which the child 
was to receive the first aid in times 
of distress, and to receive material 
and spiritual help so that ho might 


life. The Kiwanis was a worth while 
organization, making bigger and bet- 
ter and finer men, making them to be 
their best selves for creature leader- 
ship and instead of being selfish pos- 
sessors made them unselfish creators. 

At the close of his address, Kiwan- 
ian McCall was accorded a vote of 
thanks with great appreciation, Ki- 
wanian Horace French then impress- 
ed on all the members to support the 
dance 100 per cent, put on by the 
Elks on Friday evening for the bene- 
fit of the skating rink, as they should 
do their best for so worth while a 
cause,

The Bible Institute under the aus- 
pices of the Alberta Swedish Baptist 
Young People resumed its course of 
instruction in Wetaskiwin oh Wed- 
nesday of this week, and will continue 
until March 2nd.

LIBERAL GOV'T 
SUSTAINED BY 
THREE MAJORITY 


Ottawa, Jan. 15.—The Mackenzie 
King government is still in the sad- 
dle. At 12:25 this morning, after a 
week of hectic, debating in which a 
memorable chapter in Canadian  his- 
tory was written, and during which 
some brilliant pages were added to 
Hansard of ‘the Canadian parliament, 
division bells clanged brazenly, whips 


and: their “deputivt® scurried through} | 


the corridors seeking missing mem- 
bers, and as the hands of the clock 
reached .the first numeral the vote 
was taken, 

There followed an instant’s breath- 
less hush as Arthur Beauchesne, clerk 
of the house, totalled the figures, and 
as he announced that the government 
had been sustained by a vote of 123 
to 120 pandemonium broke loose. 
Members on opposite sides of the 
house seized books and papers and 
hurled them across the intervening 
space at one another. Cheers rent 
the air, and here and there a little 
group broke into song. In the galler- 
ies similar scenes were being enacted, 
Men thumped each other's shoulders 
and cheered again and again. The 
excitement of the moment carried to 
the surging throngs in the corridors 
who had waited vainly for hours in 
the hope of being admitted to the al- 
ready overpacked galleries, and as on 
the floor of the house and in the gal: 
leries themselves indescribable scenes 
of enthusiasm were witnessed. 

Five Progressives yoted with the 
Conservatives, two of them, W. T. 
Lucas and A, M. Boutillier from Al- 
berta, and A. M. Carmichael, R,. Fan- 
cher and M. N. Campbell of Saskat- 
chewan. Miss Agnes MacPhail sur- 
prised the Conservatives by voting 
with the government. 

Out of the total of 245 members in 
parliament, 243 voted. The two not 
voting were Hon, Rudolph Lemleux, 
the speaker, who would only be called 
on to vote in case of a tie, and Ar- 
thur Chaplin, an Ontario Conserva- 
tive, who is confined to a western On- 
tario hospital with an attack of pneu- 
monia. 

As an immediate consequence of the 
momentous yote which buried the 
want of confidence amendment of Mr, 
Meighen to the motion of Hon, Ern- 
est Lapointe, leader of the govern- 
ment in the house, Premfer Macken- 
zie King will today set in motion the 
machinery to get himself elected to 
this fifteenth parliament,

London, Jan. 14.—More than 600 
British families are waiting to sail 
for Canada in the spring, having been 
accepted by the Canadian director of 
migration as suitable settlers under 
the scheme to establish 3,000 families 
in the Dominion, according to the over- 
seas settlement department of the of- 
fice of the secretary of state for the 
Dominion, 

The Canadian anthorities in London 
confidently anticipate that 300 more 
British families will be ready to leave 
for Canada by the middle of June 
next. These 900 or more families, it 
is said, will account for nearly half 
the number of farms which the Cana- 
dian government has available for 
settlement,

SHAREHOLDERS 
OF HOME BANK 
FOUND LIABLE 


Toronto, Jan. 16—Shareholders of 
the Home Bank of Canada, which col- 
lapsed August 17, 1923, with liabili- 
ties approaching $10,000,000, must 
pay the double liability on their 
shares, if fully paid up, and also con- 
tribute the balance unpaid as well as 
double liability, if not paid up, ac- 
cording to the judgment of Charles 
Garrow, K.C,, master of the supreme 
court of Ontario, acting as official 
referee under the Winding-up Act. 

This decision which is given after 
a hearing of ‘the case extending over 
two years, affects about 1,700 share- 
holders of the bank in various parts 
of Canada and elsewhere, 

The only exception to the master’s 
ruling as to double liability are cer- 
tain western Canadian stock subscrib- 
ers who paid ten per cent of the stock 
price but were allotted no shares and 
drew no dividends. 


DECISION SHORTLY 
ON NORTHERN RLYS 


Edmonton, Jan, 18—Winal decision 
as to whethér it will-acquire control 
of tho northern railways by taking 
over the common stock now held by 
the Royal Bank, or whether it shall 
commence foreclosure proceedings, 
will be made by the Alberta govern- 
ment shortly says Premier Brownlee, 
just back from Ottawa and Montreal. 
While in the latter city he reports 
that good progress was made toward 
a settlement. A new offer for a com- 
promise price at which the bank will 
close out its interests in the E.D, & 
B.C. was submitted by the directors, 
and Mr. Brownlee says it is now 
fairly certain that it is the lowest 
that can be secured. 
is a considerably better offor than 
any yet made. 

Tho cabinet will be considering this 
latest and best offer at once and 
expects to have a policy on the whole 
railway question to put before the 
coming session. The session will be 
called, Mr. Brownlee now thinks, for 
the first week in February, and the 
government will address itself during 
the rest of this month to its legisla- 
tive program, 


PROHIBITIONISTS 
PLAN PROVINCIAL 
RALLY, EDMONTON 


Quoting statistics in an attempt to 
discredit the present liquor law of 
Alberta, and calling their adherents 
to rally to fight the statute which 
legalizes liquor as a beverage, officers 
of the Alberta Prohibition Associa- 
tion have sent out invitations to an 
annual convention that will be held 
in the first Baptist church, Edmonton, 
on February 17 and 18. 

In addition to the program of the 
convention, in which R. J. Dinning, 
chairman of the Liquor Control 
Board, is listed as a speaker, the in- 
vitation sets out the avowed objects 
of the association and gives statistics 
purporting to show the effect of the 
present liquor legislation on the 
morals of Albertans.

PROPOSAL TO EXTEND | 
NORTHERN RAILWAYS 


The premiers of British Coumbia 
and Alberta have had a conference 
on the subject of completing the 
Prince George and Eastern railway, 
and linking it up with the B.D. and 
B.C. line, The last named road is 
now being operated as far as Spirit 
River in the upper Peace River coun- 
try, while the grade has been com: 
pleted 90 miles further to the British 
Columbia boundary. ..It. is proposed 
to finish construction of the P.G.&B, 
to Prince George, and extend it to 
the upper Peace River country, there 
to connect with the Alberta govern: 
ment road. There is an alternative 
| proposal, namely, to build from Grand 
| Prairie, on the E.D. & BC, to «a 
point on the Canadian National main 
‘line just east of the mountains and 
muke connection by the C.N.R. with 
the P.G. & E. at Prince George. The 
British Columbia government has set 
jaside 16,000,000 acres of land, from 
I which to select a land grant-to aid 
in the completion of the P.G. & HW.

Prosperity 
in the West 


It has been wisely said that when 


tthe western provinces are prosperous, 


the rest of the Dominion prospers 
also. Great wheat harvests are good 
for the west and good, therefore, for 
the whole of Canada, but western 
prosperity does not depend upon the 
wheat crop alone. Mixed farming is 
becoming more and more firmly es- 
tablished on the prairies and by it 
the western, farmer is building suc- 
cess upon a solid and sure founda- 
tion. We had occasion, a little 
while ago, to point out that greater 
diversity in prairie agriculture has 
given the western farmer the oppor- 
tunity to repeat in stock and dairy 
production the successes previously 
‘achieved by him in the growing of 
prize winning grains, There have 
been many instances of this, one re- 
cent proof being the number of the 
awards won by western exhibitors at 
the winter fair in Toronto. Since 
then, the western Canadian provinces 
have made a splendid showing at the 
International Stock and Grain Ex- 
change exhibition at Chicago. They 
failed to secure the wheat champion- 
ship—for the second time only in the 
long period of fifteen years—but they 
had the satisfaction of knowing that 
‘the winning exhibit was grown from 
championship Marquis wheat obtain- 
ed originally from Saskatchewan, and 
they made up for the loss in other 
directions. Canadian exhibitors, in- 
cluding those from the west, left Chi- 
.cago with the largest number of 
trophies ever won by them at a single 
show. Mixed farming in the west 
has made this possible, but here, in 
the older provinces, the public have 
not yet realized how great has been 
the progress recorded by this devel- 
opment, not only in the three prairie 
provinces, but in British Columbia as 
well—Montreal Gazette.

We cannot logically expect 
sympathy and support for our. co- 
operative efforts in respect to our 
own affairs while we attempt to 
monopolize the conduct of affairs 
that are the concern of, and belong 
equally to, the general citizenry of 
which we are but a part. 

It seems, therefore, that the fork 
of the road has been reached. The 
U.F.A. may continue as a purely poli- 
tical organization to which  office- 
seekers may cling; it may drop: out 
of politics and by so doing = build 
again in strength and wisdom which 
may be brought to bear on agricultur- 
al problems. Failing to purge itself 
of the poiltical incubus, the time has 
come when that great majority of 
farmers who are at present unattach- 
ed must build a new organization up- 
on a foundation that stands fairly 
within the limits of boundaries out- 
side of which lies our individual 
social-consciousness, as well as other 
peoples’ business.

Editor, Wetaskiwin Times: 


Dear Sir--If you will permit me the 
use of your columns, the opportunity 
of replying to Mr. Van Slyke’s letter 
appearing in your issue of January 14 
will bo appreciated, and like Mr. Van 
Slyke, I will try to be brief. 

Personally, I feel somewhat gratl- 
fied to know that our circular letter 
has in any event extracted a partial 
statement from Mr. Van Slyke as to 
the arrangements that the Pool board 
have made re the handling of their 
cream, but he does ‘not, yet, come out 
frankly and lay all the cards on the 
table in order to furnish the neces- 
sary enlightenment for producers who 
have not signed contracts. 

There seems to be no occasion for 
secrecy In a matter of this nature, 
Mr. Editor, and if the Pool have a 
contract with different interests that 
they are proud of, for the handling 
of cream and marketing the manu- 
factured product, why not permit pro- 
ducers and intending contract signers 
full knowledge? 

It must be remembered at the pre- 
sent time that the contentious point 
between Mr. Van Slyke and myself is 
misrepresentation and if we have err- 
ed in one or two instances previously, 
it is because there is a lack of frank- 
ness on the part of the Pool organiza: 
tion. 

I was very glad to know Mr. Van 
Slyke appreciated the fact that the 
manufacturers did not oppose the 
Pool formation but trust that he also 
realizes that there was a very good 
reason, Further, most manufacturers 
will admit that many misstatements 
of facts were made at different times. 
As to whether Wetaskiwin is the only 
antagonistic point at the present lime 
—J do not think that this statement 
will stand close investigation. 

In connection with competition, 1 
venture to remark that the old saying 
“Competition is the life of trade” is 
as good today as it was forty years 
ago although that fs too far back for 
me to remember personally, but I do 
know that farmers who were in Al- 
berta twenly years ago would have 
been. mighty glad had they then the 
competitive market that exists today 
in tho dairying industry. Competi- 
tlon, Mr. Tditor, has done much to 
turn a non-marketable, valueless pro- 
duct Into a highly desirable and pro- 
fltable one, 

Referring to the remark as to the 
consumer's dollar, would say that it 
would be interesting to peruse the 
statistics from which Mr. Van Slyke 
deducts the fact that the producer 
sees a smaller portion of the consum- 
or’s dollar than ‘he ever did on account 
of competilive conditions. This is 
just a statement made at random, 
knowing that the average farmer has 
no way of checking up, and it is ex- 
pected to be accepted at its face 
yalue, Tlowever, we do not have to 
fo back to history for interesting 
facts along this Hne, At the last 
Dalrymen’s convention held in ld. 
monton our dairy commissioner gave 
some Information in his report show- 
Ing that Alberta manufacturers — re- 
turned to the producer a greater pro- 
portion of the amount. realized for 
butter than any other provinee in 

‘anada, over 80e on the dollar, while 
the producers in Saskatchewan, where 
there fs an extensive system of co- 
operative creameries, received sey- 
oral cents less on the dollar,
